REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: one of the 
reasons for allowance is that the prior art of record fails to disclose either (a) the recited 
enabling step (step (c) of claim 1 ); or (b) a cardiac catheterization system comprising 
both a bipolar electrode and flow sensor in combination with a surface cardiogram and 
central processor for delivering a GO, STOP or END signal (claim 5). Katims discloses 
a related system wherein catheter advance is interrupted at a point when the monitoring 
signals exhibit a relative peak compared to previous measurements. Katims does not 
suggest catheter advancement when the monitoring signals correspond to a reference. 
Kantrowitz et al. disclose a system for placing an aortic balloon catheter at an optimal 
location wherein catheter advancement is stopped only when measured R-wave and P- 
wave magnitudes are equal. Pederson et al. discloses a system for selecting 
appropriate sensing electrodes wherein impedance measurements are taken to 
determine the transition location between the atrium and ventricle. No suggestion is 
made to control catheter advancement.
